Yefterday came in the Mail from France of

From the Paris Gazette, dated O&. 7. 
Naples, September 5. - 

HE Spaniards who were taken 
Prifoners in the Caftles of Mata- 
griffone and Caftellaccio, being 

300 in Number, have been carried to Reg- 
gio. Letters from Meffina advife, that 
om the 20th paft the Trenches were 
epened before the Citadel: On the 21ft the 
Befiegers finifhed a Work on the Right of 
the Palace, to cover their great Battery ; 
onthe 22dthey eftablifhed a Communication 
with the Trenches ; on the 23d they made 
mother near the Chapel Sta. Croce, exten- 
ding tothe Harbour, and made there a Bat- 
tery for Mortars : On the 24th, a Line of 
Communication was drawn from the Tren- 
ches by the Magazines t@ the Harbour, 
aid finifhed on the 25th, notwithitanding 
the great Fire of the Befieged, who are 
throwing from their Mortars abundance of 
Stones into the Trenches. By thefe Works 
the landing of the Provifion and Ammuni- 
tion, which are carried thither by Sea, is 
made more eafy. On the 26th, the Ap- 
proaches were extended on the Right to 
the Shore, in order the more to ftreighten 
the Citadel. On the 27th, the Befiegers 


fj fnifhed a Battery of 24 Cannon; which be- 


gn to play the fame Day. The Marquis 
Lede had left his Camp, and was within 
2 Leagues of Meffina. 

Rome, Sept. 12. The Wood near Oftia 
having been fet on Fire by an unknown 
Accident, it burnt for feveral Days ; nor 
Could the Flames be extinguifhed but by a 
teat Rain, after the greater Part of the 

ood had been confumed, to the great 
Lofs of feveral private Perfons, but parti- 
cularly tothe Bifhop of Porto, who has a 
Revenue affigned upon it for the Support 
of his Table. Sig. Mezzabarba is at pre- 
{ent in Retirement, to perform his Spiritual 

ercifes, in Preparation for his Voyage to 
China, whither he is to go with the Title of 


Patriarch of Alexandria. It is advifed by 
Letters from that Country, thatthe Abbor 
Sidotti died in Japan of the Sufferings he 
endured in Prifon.' He was a Sicilian by 
Birth, and had been Auditor to the late 


’ Cardinal Ferrari, in whofe Houfe he 


acquired fuch Sentiments of Piety, thac 
he refolved to follow the Cardinal de Tour- 
non when the Pope fent him to China. Af 
ter the Cardinal's Death, when the Miffion- 
aries were obliged to depart that Country, 
he took the Refolution to go over to Ja- 
pan, notwithftanding the evident Danger to 
which he expofed himfelf, by reafon of the 
Prohibitions againft receiving or tranfport- 
ing any Foreigners, particularly Chriftians. 
He was no fooner arrived there, but he was 
feized and condemned to Death~; but upon 
fome extraordinary Signs which the Ja- 


panefe obferved, inftead of putting him to. 


Death, as was refolved, they . delivered 
him to the Governour of the Province, from 
which Time till his Death nothing has been 
heard of him. 

Venice, Sept. 16. tis advifed from Dal- 
matia, that the Turkifh Commiffary has re- 
ceived the. Anfwer which he was expecting 
from the Ottoman Court, relatifg co the 


Difficulties which had arifen about the fer- — 


tling of the Limits. That Anfwer was di- 
rected to the Bafhaw of Bofnia, with full 
Power for him to give proper Inftructions 
and Orders to the Commiffary, in cafe new 
Incidents fhould happen which might retard 
the Conclufion of that Affair. According- 
ly the Commiffary is fet out, to confer with 
the faid Bafhaw, and General Mocenigo is 
preparing to return to Mufchi, to meet him 
there. Some Advices from Conftantinople 
fay, the Turkifh Land-Forces quarcered a- 
long the Danube, and in the adjoyning 
Parts, have not received any Orders for re- 
turning into Afia and Egypt, from whence 
they have been drawn ; and thatit was not 
doubted they were to winter in thofe Quar- 


ters, where they have been compleated with - 


numerous Recruits. The Turkifh Squadron 
which has been cruizing in the Archipe- 
lago to obferve the Privateers of the Chrif- 
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tians, and which ferved for tranfporting 
Troops and Ammunition to feveral Places 
of the Morea, Negropont and Candia, is ftill 
at Sea; the greater Part of che reft of 
their Shipping has been laid up,

In an Arrét of the Coun- 
cil of State dated September 19, it is fee 
forth, that whereas by the Arrét of the 22d 
of November 1718, the Duties on Butter
